Eberhart’s Bill Provides for the Strength­ 


ening of State Militia Company 


in Numbers. 
Important change* in the organi­ 
zation of the national guard of Min­ 
nesota are contemplated in a bill in­ 
troduced in the state legislature by 
Senator Fberhart. 
One of its pro­ 
visions is that the strength of all the 
companies, troops or batteries shall 
not be less than forty-six men.

brigade staff is increased by the ad - 
dition of an ordinance officer, who is 
to have the rank of captain, and the 
artillery branch is given a regimen­ 
tal surgeon, who is to be ranked as a 
major.
